Hence no | 
time or inclination is reserved for mental | 
culture, and the usual result of a life spent 
in the pursuit of mere wealth, is either a 
sordid miser, whereof Shylock is the ever- 
lasting type, or a character of vulgar os- 
tentation, narrow views, and meager 
knowledge. Moreover it is one thing to 
sacrifice one’s self in the effort to become 
rich, and quite another thing to succeed.
